Book Looks 

from Mary @ the Library 


Have you ever walked the Stations of the 
Cross, using it as a private time of devotion? 

It can be a rewarding experience to pray the 
Stations alone, with another individual or 
with only your family. Try making a 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem on your own schedule, and take as much time as 
you’d like for private prayer and reflection along the way. This may 
especially be convenient for you if you have already made previous Friday 
night commitments and aren’t able to attend the scheduled prayer service 
with other parishioners. 

There are several versions of the Stations of the Cross for you to use on the 
journey available at OLBH. We’ve placed a variety of booklets on a table in 
the narthex, near those normally used on Friday nights. For example, there 
is one designed especially for children, as well as several different editions 
for teens and young Christians. In case you forget your reading glasses, 
there are copies in large print. One booklet I especially like is “Mary’s Way 
of the Cross” which particularly considers Jesus’ Mother’s point of view. 
How appropriate, since she was there that day, praying for Jesus! Use the 
pamphlets at your convenience, at a time which suits you. 

If you’d like to use the Stations as a devotion but prefer to do this at home 
over a longer period, check out a book on the topic from the library. One 
suggested title is The Way of the Cross: The Women of Jerusalem Follow 
Jesus. As well as the narrative being stirring, the black and white 
photographs can be a source of contemplation. A more fully developed 
devotion on the stations which I especially like is The Way of the Cross by 
Cary 11 Houselander, a well known British layperson. She has expanded 
each station into a separate chapter within the book, providing profound 
insights into Jesus’ sufferings and sacrifices. Check the books out by 
signing your name on the card and leaving it in the little gray box by the 
library computer.

Each egg is to 
contain one item along with the verse, see the list below... 

Item Verse 

Bread Matthew 26:26 - While they were eating Jesus took a piece of bread, gave a prayer of thanks, broke it, 

and gave it to His disciples. "Take and eat it," He said, "This is My Body" 

Coin Matthew 26: 14-15 - Then one of the twelve disciples, names Judas Iscariot, went to the chief priests 

and asked, "What will you give me if I betray Jesus to you?" They counted out thirty sliver coins and 
gave them to him. 

Purple Cloth Mark 27:29 - They put a purple robe on Jesus... 

Thorns Matthew 27:29 - Then they made a crown out of thorny branches and placed it in His head, and they 

put a stick in His right hand; then they knelt before Him and made fun of Him. "Long live the King of 
the Jews!" they said. 

Scourge (rope) Mark 15: 15 - Pilate wanted to please the crowd, so he sat Barabbas free for them. Then he had Jesus 
whipped and handed Him over to be crucified. 

John 19: 17 -18a - He went out, carrying His cross, and came to Galgotha, "The Place of the Skull," as 
it is called. There they crucified Him. 

John 20:25b - Thomas said to them, unless I see the scars of the nails in His hands and put my finger 
on those scars and my hand in His side, I will not believe." 

Luke 23:38 - Above Him were written these words: THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

Matthew 27:48 - One of them ran up at once, took a sponge, soaked it in cheap wine, put it on the end 
of a stick, and tried to make Him drink it. 

John 19:34 - One of the soldiers plunged his spear into Jesus' side, and at once blood and water 
poured out. 

Matthew 27:59-60 - Joseph took the body, wrapped it in a new linen sheet, and placed it in his own 
new tomb, which he had just recently dug out of solid rock. Then he rolled a large stone across the 
entrance to the tomb and went away.

Next Sunday’s Readings 

**Please note that due to RCIA, the readings for the 9:00 am mass on the third, fourth and fifth Sundays of Lent are 
different than what is listed below. 


Reading 1: 2 Chronicles 36:14-16, 19-23 

In those days, all the princes of Judah, the priests, and the people added 
infidelity to infidelity, practicing all the abominations of the nations and 
polluting the LORD'S temple which he had consecrated in Jerusalem. Early and 
often did the LORD, the God of their fathers, send his messengers to them, for 
he had compassion on his people and his dwelling place. But they mocked the 
messengers of God, despised his warnings, and scoffed at his prophets, until 
the anger of the LORD against his people was so inflamed that there was no 
remedy. Their enemies burnt the house of God, tore down the walls of 
Jerusalem, set all its palaces afire, and destroyed all its precious objects. 
Those who escaped the sword were carried captive to Babylon, where they 
became servants of the king of the Chaldeans and his sons until the kingdom 
of the Persians came to power. All this was to fulfill the word of the LORD 
spoken by Jeremiah: "Until the land has retrieved its lost sabbaths, during all 
the time it lies waste it shall have rest while seventy years are fulfilled." 

In the first year of Cyrus, king of Persia, in order to fulfill the word of the LORD 
spoken by Jeremiah, the LORD inspired King Cyrus of Persia to issue this 
proclamation throughout his kingdom, both by word of mouth and in writing: 
"Thus says Cyrus, king of Persia: All the kingdoms of the earth the LORD, the 
God of heaven, has given to me, and he has also charged me to build him a 
house in Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Whoever, therefore, among you 
belongs to any part of his people, let him go up, and may his God be with him!" 

Responsorial Psalm: Psalms 137:1-2, 3, 4-5, 6 

R. (6ab) Let my tongue be silenced, if I ever forget you! 

By the streams of Babylon we sat and wept when we remembered Zion. On the 
aspens of that land we hung up our harps. R. 

For there our captors asked of us the lyrics of our songs, And our despoilers 
urged us to be joyous: "Sing for us the songs of Zion!" R. 

How could we sing a song of the LORD in a foreign land? If I forget you, 
Jerusalem, may my right hand be forgotten! R. 

May my tongue cleave to my palate if I remember you not, If I place not 
Jerusalem ahead of my joy. R. 

Reading II: Ephesians 2:4-10 

Brothers and sisters: God, who is rich in mercy, because of the great love he 
had for us, even when we were dead in our transgressions, brought us to life 
with Christ — by grace you have been saved —, raised us up with him, and 
seated us with him in the heavens in Christ Jesus, that in the ages to come He 
might show the immeasurable riches of his grace in his kindness to us in 
Christ Jesus. For by grace you have been saved through faith, and this is not 
from you; it is the gift of God; it is not from works, so no one may boast. For 
we are his handiwork, created in Christ Jesus for the good works that God has 
prepared in advance, that we should live in them. 

Gospel: John 3:14-21 

Jesus said to Nicodemus: "Just as Moses lifted up the serpent in the desert, so 
must the Son of Man be lifted up, so that everyone who believes in him may 
have eternal life." For God so loved the world that he gave his only Son, so that 
everyone who believes in him might not perish but might have eternal life. For 
God did not send his Son into the world to condemn the world, but that the 
world might be saved through him. Whoever believes in him will not be 
condemned, but whoever does not believe has already been condemned, 
because he has not believed in the name of the only Son of God. And this is 
the verdict, that the light came into the world, but people preferred darkness to 
light, because their works were evil. For everyone who does wicked things hates 
the light and does not come toward the light, so that his works might not be 
exposed. But whoever lives the truth comes to the light, so that his works may 
be clearly seen as done in God.

A Look at this week for our Middle & High School 
Weekly Programs named Edge & Life Teen 

This week both Edge & Life Teen youth will be 
reviewing a video named, 'Breaking the Silence' for 
Safe Environment. 

In accordance with the charter for the Protection of 
Children and Young People mandated by the United 
States Council of Catholic Bishops, the Diocese of 
Rapid City has put in place a Safe Environment 
program for the protection of our young people. This 
program includes not only the performance of 
background checks for all people who have regular 
contact with our young people as Catechists or in 
other capacities, but also the education of parents, 
teachers, and students regarding issues of 
inappropriate physical contact and sexual abuse. 

In accordance with the Charter; each parish and 
institution in the diocese has a Safe Environment 
coordinator who has the task of making sure the 
requirements of the charter are being fulfilled in 
their parish or institution. Teresa Thompson is the 
Safe Environment Coordinator for Our Lady of the 
Black Hills. In order to assist these people, the 
diocese has developed various materials that are to 
be used for the purpose of education. This includes 
video tapes for the various age groups as well as for 
parents. 

Parents/guardians are welcome to view videos with 
their child(ren) at these viewing times if they wish. 
If you do not wish to have your child(ren) view 
these videos, the Diocese of Rapid City does require 
an opt-out form signed by a parent/guardian. Please 
fill it out and sign it and bring back to Teresa in the 
parish office. Opt-out forms will be available in the 
gathering area as well.
